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Examiner's Reasons For Allowance 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered none has disclosed a plane diffraction grating having grooves formed on the surface thereof 
and the diffraction grating is rotated about an axis, defined as rotational axis, and the profile of the 
grooves at a radial area defined by the azimuthal angle (j> measured with respect to the rotational axis is 
determined and dependent on the azimuthal angle, as set forth in the claims. The plane diffraction grating 
could be a blazed grating with the blaze angle at a radial area defined by the azimuthal angle (j) 
determined by the equation set forth in the claims. The plane diffraction grating may also be a laminated 
grating with the grating depth at a radial area defined by the azimuthal angle ^ determined by the 
equations set forth in the claims.
